aichieologiral excavations have revealed that a temple 
and inonastory on the lop of the hill. Bijak*ki-p!i,hari 
and two edicts on the rooks at Bairath, owed their 
origin to the band of iisokn (swmotimo botwoon 272 
B 0. and 232 B.O ).

It was, .however, 
in the Moghul period that the fame of Jaipur shone 
rospleodcnt. with its warrior-princes distingnisbiug 
tliembclvcs'in arms, oscolling in the ait of diplomacy 
and dominating the scene at Delhi*. Towards the 
end of the 18th century and the begiuuing of the 
19tb, Jaipur, with the rest of Rajputana passed 
through a period of internal dissensions and strife. 

*In iccognition of tticir Eor\ ice’s they recened titles as well at 
(’ranis of pargnnas. Tor insitancc, Man Bmgh reoeivcti tbo tide of 
Mirza Ileja and the rank of a counnonder while Hirza Baja dai Singh 
was awarded the Mansab of 7,000, 
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The year 1818 ^sws nieinorable for the alliauce bet- 
ween the Jaipur Durhar and the British Government, 
and the forty years that followed (which covered the 
entire period of Sawai Maharaja Jai Singh Ill’s rule, 
the minority .period of Sawai Maharaja Ham Siugh IJ 
and the seven years after his investiture with full 
ruling powers) were the years that preceded the period 
of Jaipur’s modernity. Jn the walre of its transfer to 
the (jrown after the suppression of th6 Mutiny, 
Jaipur entered on its period of cultural expansion. 
Maharajas Sawai Bam Singh 11 and Sawai '^Madho 
Siugh II — the immediate predcccssois of Bis 
present Highness wore both illustrious rulers who 
gave the br^st in them to the State in the art of good 
government and raised it to a high level of intellectual 
progress and material prosperity. 

4. Jaipur’s brightest chapter, how'ever, opened 
with the accession of its present ruler, on the 7th of 
September, 1922. Major His Highness Sararaad-i- 
Eajahai Hindustan Raj Rajendra Sri Maharajadhiraj 
Sir 'Sawai Man Singhji Bahadur II, g. o. i, b., is 
the thirty-ninth ruler of the Jaipur State. He' was 
born on the 2lBb of August, 1911. Adopted son of 
Maharaja Sir Sawai Madho Singhji, he was also of 
the Isarda family from which His late Highness 
came. After receiving his early education in the Mayo 
College, Ajmer, and '^passing the Diploma examination 

v of the Chief’s College, His Highness proceeded to 
Bngland where he underwent traiiiing at the Royal 
Academy,' Woolwich, 

5. During His Highness’ minority, the ad- 
,, ministration of the State was oarriod on by a Council. 

On his return from England in October, 1930, he 
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gained a praoiiioal msigbt into the -woi’liing of the 
administration, and assumed 'full ruling powers on 
the j4th March, 1031. Within a month, on the 26th 
April, 1931, lie was appointed Honorary Lieutenant 
111 the Indian Arm}', and was promoted >to the rank 
of Honorary Oaptam on the 1st of January, 1934, 
and to tUG rank of Honor.iry Major on the 24 th 
Septernher, 1040. In between, on tho 3rd of June, 
1936, he was created a Knight G-r.and Oommauder of 
the Most Bniiucut Order of tho Indian Empire. liis 
Highness is Chief Goium.i.ndant of the Jaipur Army 
and Colonel CommandauL of tho>Sawai Man Guaids. 
Among other things, he is a member of the Chamber 
of Princes in liis own right, hereditary member of 
the Court of the Benares University, and is also at 
present the Vice-President of the Working Commit- 
tee of the Mayo Oollegej 'Ajmer. He receives a 
dynastic salute of seventeen guns, and a local salute 
of nineteen. 

6 . , His Highness is closely draw,ii to tho Buling 
Family of Jodhpur by more thaip one matrimonial 
alliance. He first married the sister of His Highness 
Maharaja Sir Uraaid Singhji.of -ITodhpuc, on the 30th 
January, 1924, and .then the^ daughter of. His late 
Highness Maharaja Sir Sumer Singhji , of Jodhpur, on 
the 24th April, 1932. His third marriage was with 
the sister of His Highness Maharaja Jagaddipendra 
Harainji Bhup, Bahadur of ’Coooh- Bihar, on ,the 9th 
May, 1940. By Her First Highness he has a daughter 
and a son and heir, born, respectively, on the 13th 
June, 1929, and the 22ad October, 1931, and by Her 
Second Highness, he has two sons tbo first of whom 
w.in liorn m England on the 6th May, 1933, and 'the 
second at Jaipur on tho 10th December, 1936. ‘

10 . ' The" Jaipur State is situated in the Noijbh- 
East of Rajputana,' lying between 26°4r and 
North latitude and between 74*41^ and’ 77®J.T East 
longitude: The State covers an area of 16,601 square

GENERAL. 

, ; Patiala; on the South by Udaipur, Bundi, Tonk, 
Kotah and Gwalior; on the East by Karauli, Bharat- 
pur and Alwar; and on the West by Bikaner, Jodhpur, 
Eishangarh and the British District of Ajmer-Merwara, 
Tbe detached district of Kot Qa,sim adjoins the 
liewari Tehsil of Gurgiion district and Nabha. 

PhysicRi 11. With the exception of Shekhawati, which is, 
to a great extent, a sandy desert tract, the country is 
for the most i art, level and fertile, though its surface 
is crossed and diversified by gioups and ranges of 
hills and numerous isolated peaks. The central 
portion of the State consists of an elevated tableland 
from 1,400 to 1 ,600 feet above the level of the sea. 
The highest point in the Jaipur State is Bagbunath- 
garh (3,460 feet above sea level) in Shekhawati. The 
principal river is the Banas, which flows for afiout 
1 10 miles through the State or along its borders ; 
second in importance is the Banganga, which for 
about 90 miles traverses Jaipur tcrritoiy, first in a 
south-easterly direction and then almost due east. 

• The only natural lake worth mentioning is tbe Salt Lake 
of Sambhar, which is the Joint property of the Jaipur 
and Jodhpur States. Tbe State possesses considerable 
wealth in minerals such as copper, lead, nickel, cobalt, 
iron, mica, steatite and garnets. In addition to the 
usual small game, tigers, panthers, hyenas, sambhar, 
pig and black bear abound' in tbe jungles of Sawai 
Madliopur and Eamgarh. The total area covered by 
forests is 384 square miles or 2‘23 per cent of the 
total area of the State. Supply of sub-soil water is 
fair in many districts but limited in others.' 

Climate. 12. The climate is dry and healthy. The mean 
, temperature during the year' was 76*6 E. The maxi- 
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mutn fcemperatnfe I’eoordofl at Jaipur was 114*6.0® F. on 
the 24th May, 1943, andthaminitnuin 36’8® F. on the 
7th February, 1943, the corresponding figures for 
1941-42 being 111*® F. on the 20th Juno, 1942, and 
the minimum 34*3* F. on the 11th January, 194‘2r; 

13. The normal rainfall at Jaipur is about 24 
inches", of which about 19 inches are received during 
July, August and September. Tiio total rainfall 
recorded at Jaipur during the year 1941-42 was 31*90 
inches or about 7 10 inches ahoVe normal. The total

rainfall during the year under review was 16* 12 inches. 

* 14. The total population of the State according 
to the CeiiauB of 1941, was 30,40,876 (16,95,068 males 
and *14, 46, '808 females) as compared with 26,31,776 in 
li^Sl; that is to say the population of the Jaipur State 
has increased by 16*6 per cent during the past decade, 
bf the total population 27,57,681 or 90*69 per cent are 
Hindus, '2,49,232 or 8*29 per cent Mohammedans, 
3lj842or 1*05 per cent Jains while 2,121 oi 0*07 per 
cent profess other religions. The average density of 
‘ population is about 194*9 persons to the square mile. 

H ,10. The nmnber of towns and villages is 6,328, 
the principal city being Jaipur,^ with a population _ of 
1,76,810 and, the prinoipal towns, Bikarj ^^Fatehpdr, 
Hawalgarh, Jhuujhunu, Laohhmangarh, 'Hindaun, 
Eamgath, Ohirawa and Gangapur with populations 
of 32,334, 23,264, 20,620,' 16,874,' 16,263, '13,804, 
13,202, ll,64Ge arid ll,b60, respectively. For admi- 
nistrative purposes, the State is. divided 'into 11 
nizamats or districts', and 29 tebsils or revenue 
eub-divisions.

‘miles to the.north-cast of Bombay and 191 miles, to 
south-west of Bolhi^ Foiuuled,,by Maharaja Sawai 
Jai Singh 11 in A.D 1728, it is ,)cmarka.ble for the 
rogukirity,aad width ot its principal streets and the 
symmetry of its buildings. The city is yearly visited 
by a largo number of tourists, and among the many 
places of, interest, special mouLion may be made of 
(the Armoury and Library in the City Falaoe; the Obser- 
fvatory, one of the most intei-csliug .antiquities of^ihe 
State ; the . jiistoric. i*alaoc of Amber, this ancient 
Capital of the Stile; the Uam Niwas and Zoological 
Gardens; the Albert Hall and^ the Museum;,, the - 
School of Aite and Ciafts;.,tbe Aligator' tanli or 
Talkatora, and tho Galta, a place ‘of , pilgrimage for 
theBLiudus. 'Jhp, city IS provided with olcotrioity 
and an up-to-date system of water-supply. 

18. There are some SGC'inilos of Kailway within 
'the ,fetate limits, ‘including 2'16'GO miles 'Owned by the 

' State; and there are some 570 miles of motailed aiid 

303 'miles of nnm’etalled xWs.

< . 19, The State has its own Postal Department 
and issues its own stamps, the total .number of ^Raj 
Post olficeB at the, close of the year under report 
-boin^lBO. .In addition to the Kaj Post offices, there 
are Imperial Post offices. 
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20. There are no Eaj Telegraph offices but there 
are GovoraraenI; Telegraph offices in the State. On the 
expiry of the term of ten years since the installation of 
the Telephone system, the Government took over the 
arrangement with effect from the let Angost, 1941. 
Jaipur is now linked to the Gonoral 'J’runk Telephone 
system.^ - 

21. The State has coinage of its own called 
‘Jharshahi*. The Gold Mohar, contains about 10} 
Mashas of pure gold and though not legal tender, 
circulates freely throughout llajputana and to a 
limited extent in other parts of India. The Jharshahi 
Eupeo weighs about ITI’TS grains. Its present market 
value is Bs. 106/4/- British Indian Rupee. Besides 
these there are other small silver and copper coins. 

22. The Jaipur seer weighs Bs. 84 Jharsbabi or 
RB,88l£aldar and the Jaipuryard measures 36i inches. 

23., The State Binanoial year begins on the 1st of 
September, and ends on the Slst of August. 

24. The total receipts for the year 1942-43 wore 
Bs. 1,96,96.178 (Preliminary) including interest on 
investments, as against Bs. 1,03,64,072 ( iinal ) in 
1941-42. The total expenditure charged to revenue 
during the year under report was Bs. 1,44,84,206 
(Prolinnnary) as compared with Bs. 1,36.48,278 in

25. The State pays to the British GovcrinncnL a 
tribute of Ba. 4 lakhs per annum. 
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CHAPTER IL~^1 OMWTSTIiATION, 

26. Tbo AdminisfcrabioQ of Ibo 61a,te is conduotod 
under Lho direction of IHs Highness the Mahitraiiv 
Sahib Baliadur by a Oounoil called the “Oouncil of 
Mi nisteis". Its work is discharged by five Ministers, 
designated as Prime Minister, who is ox-officio 
Proaidont of the Oonucil of Ministois, Finance Minis- 
ter, Hoiiio Minister, Array llofcnco Minister, and 
the Revenue Minister. 

27. All mattois which are beyond tho powers of 
the Miuifitor-ia-Gharge and all oases of important 
nature are submitted for the order of tho Council. The 
Prime Minister presides over Oouncil meetings and 
in the absence of the Prune Minister, tho Senior 
Minister. All questions placed before the Oounoil ate 
decided by n majority of votes, a casting vote being 
reserved to tbo President. Except in cases of urgency 
when the President may dispense with this procedure, 
all papers are circulated araong'tho Ministers before 
they are actually brought up in the Council; while 
all duancial questions are in the first instance referred 
to tho Pinaiico Department for criticism and opinion. 
Similarly, nil judicial or legislative matters are referred 
to the Legal Adviser to the Stale before submission 
to lho Oouneik After the Council bare passed final 
orders in a case, the Ministor-iu-Obargo is responsifalo 
for seeing that they arc carried out correctly and 
without undue delay. 

28. All notifications, proceedings or other matters 
to be made Ioiovti to the general pubho are published 
in tbo Stale Gmelte which is issued every fortnight, 
in English, Urdu and Hindi. Some important 
Notifioatious arc also published in tho Ifleios'Lcfter, 
issued by the Information Bureau, 
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I • 

29. . During fcho year under 'review, there wore two 
additional Ministers also, vin., Settlement Minister 
and Minister-in-waiting. The period of extension of 
Settlement Ministor'e term of service which was 
extended by two years in 1940 expired in Angust. 

1942, and he reverted to his substaativo appointment 
in TJ. P. The post of Settlement Minister was conse- 
quently abolished. Mr. A.P. Onrrimbhoy, b a , Bar-at- 
Law, Minister-in-waiting, oontiuuod to admiirister the 
Departments included in his portfolio; he did not 
ordinarily lake part in the meetings of the Oouucll of 
Ministers. His term expired on the I4th April, 

1943, and he proceeded on leave preparatory to 
retirement from -State service with effect from the 
12th February, 1943.

72. Besides these there were 28 Thikana 
patwaris working in non-khalsa villages under Court 
of Wards. 

73. The Superintendent, Land Becords, and his 
assistant Ft. Visheshwarnath Misra oafried out 
inspeetion of Land Records work in 27 t'ehsils and 
also the work of the Sadar Kanungos attached to the 
Revenue Gomnsissioners.

151. The designation of the Price Controller was 
changed to the Controller of Civil Supplies in. view of 
the fact that the officer had to deal not only with 
price control but also with the hoarding and un- 
earthing of hoarded stocks of all essenfaal commodi- 
ties, e.g. foodgrains, sugar, salt, charcoal, coal, matches, 
medicines etc. The officer was also made responsible 
for arranging supplies and organising the distribution 
of these essential commodities. Kr. Himmat Singh 
continued to hold the post of the Controller of Civil 
Supplies upto the 3 1st August, 1943. 

Due to abnorroal conditions, the .work of the supply 
organisation increased to an enormous extent dt 
was, therefore, considered necessary to appoint another 
*offic 0 r as Director of Supply and to change the design- 
ation of this organisation into that of the Supply 
Departmeot- Khan Sahib M. Altaf Ahmed Kherie 
took charge of the post of the Director of Supply 
with effect from the let June, 1943, with full powers 
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as the Major Head of a Departmenb. This officer 
was also appointed as ex-officio Secretary to the 
Government of Jaipur, Supply Department, with 

effect from the same date.

152. As . it was found essential to unearth the 
hoarded stocks of all the controlled articles and to 
make thorn available to the consumers at reasonable 
rates, the office of the Supply Department was ex- 
panded with 50 Inspectors who were detailed in all 
the Tehsils with effect from the Ist December 1942. 
These inspectors worked upto the 31st July, 1943 
and-were responsible for bringing in a good number of 
cases relating to the violaMon of control orders, 
smuggling and profiteering, which wore sent 
to the various districts and city courts for trial thro- 
ugh the police. On receipt of reports that a lot of 
smuggling was being done on the northern frontier 
of the State, a detachment consisting of a company of 
the Auxilary and Qilejat Force was deputed with effect 
from the 25th December, 1942. They succeeded in 
seizing a lot of articles which were being smuggled 
outside the State as also in capturing the smugglers-

Demonstration was found very useful for instructing 

the farmers in the utilization of bstter crops and the 
application of more economical methods to their fields. 
Part of tehsil Jamwaramgarb, — a canal irrigated 
area and very much suited for cane development — 
was developed by providing extra staff -to ensure 
improvement in village Khowa. For this purpose a 
separate Circle, called as Khowa Circle, was created in 
December, 1942, -with a view to develop sugarcane 
cultivation and the manufacture of sugar and gur on a 
cottage industry scale as also to demonstrate to the 
cultivators improved methods which might enable them 
to employ their lands and the available water to the 
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REVENUE, 

172. ' The area under sugarcane during the year ,te. 

increased to 516 from 365 acres in 1941-42. At least 

60% of the area under sugarcane consisted of impro- 
ved Coimbatore varieties. This was found very success- coit?ro«on. 
ful in the selected area and the produce was purchased 

again for use as seed. A scheme for development 
of sugarcane and demonstration of sugar manufacture 
on a . cottage industry scale was prepared for the 
consideration of ‘the Government. In furtherenoe of 
the scheme the cstablishmeot of a Cano Crushing 
factory at Khowa and at other places was also 
sanctioned. ' " 

173. Vegetable growing is an important lino of vcRotubie?. 
agriculture in many districts. , From ho source can 

the area under vegetable cultivation in the State be 
ascot tained, for the Agricultural stabUtics combine it 
witb the area under orchards etc. lloalising the impor- 
tance of vegetable and.tfao great scope of its cultivation 
in the State the Govorument sauotioued a temporary 
sobeme towards the middle of tho year under review. 

An area of 'laild was assigned at Basi Farm under tho 
supervision' of the Farm Superintendent, Basi, whore 
observations connected' witb tho more important 
vegetables grown in the 'State, and in particular, pota- 
toes, chillies, onions, melons, peas, cauliflower, toma- 
toes, lady’s Anger, tinda,'and harola wore being carried 
out. Each of the vegetable crops included in tho 
initial programme of this section presents its own 
problems. A good quantity of vegetable seeds \yas 
distributed free of cost, . . . , 

174/ Wheats C. 691 and C. 618 remained tho ‘Wheat, 
adopted varieties bub premium was obtained for 0.691. 

Besides tbesoPunjab varieties,' local wheats J.7 and 3.27, 
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were tried and gave satisiaotory results. , About 129 
maonds of pure smut free seed and other yrheats of 
difierent varieties were supplied to the cultivators. 

175. Barley types A. 2, A. 69, and 0. -621 -were 
distributed on a la'rge scale in preference to the local 
variety. 

.176. Cotton 0. 620, which stands as the .standard 
variety of cotton was distributed aniongst the cultiva- 
tors. Etperimenb on long staple cottons, conducted 
in Eastern Deyision under the supervision of the 
Divisional Assistant, East, did not bring good results. 

177. Out of the Cow Peas Pfo. 78^ 788, 700 and 791 
that uere tried No. 782 proved sncoessful on the Farm. 
Seeds ware distributed free of cost among the cultiva- 
tors in the Districts. 

178. In 'Cangapnr and Hindaun circle ground 
nut seeds were distributed to the cultivators on Badhi 
system as in the past years. 

179. .With a view to .cope rvnth .fodder scarcity 

propaganda was carried out to induce the^ cultivators 
to sow more fodder .crops. Daring the year under 
review 20 lbs., of .each of the, bei;seBm and lucerene 
seeds-in addition, 225 - srs. . carrot and 5 ,lbs. ,,of 
mangold were distributed , free , of cost to interested 
cultivators. , , . 

'• 1807 ThVnuisance of the field rats'croated one of 
the’ main difficulties to all tbe'cultivators in the State. 
They damaged almost every crop.' The only methods 
hitherto . employed were the , digging out pf the rat 
burrows and using fumigating pumps. With .a view 
to find out a more satisfectory as well as, cheaper 
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method of controlling the rat menace, experiments in 
the application of certain poisons were made arid it 
is hoped that’ these ‘ ■would lead to the extermination 
of tlie'^est/ 'jPha'tat killing pills bf the Department 
alto gained much' popularity. - 


181. Experiments on>imported seeds were conduc- 
ted at this Farm and the seeds thus multiplied were 
distributed in the State. Wheat 0. 691, sieera 
G-ujrati, barley A. 2, selected bajra Jamnagar, Mlavi 
Tuer and cotton 0. 620' out nf kharif were grown. 
Trials of cow-peas, No. 782 K. gram kabli, oat, 
castor T. 12, and T. 3, ''^?e’ro repeated but no definite 
rdaults were obtained with re^rd to these varieties.

182. As eoinparod with the preceding year 
vegetable cultivation was conducted on a still larger 
scale. All sorts of summer and winter vegetables 
were grown on the Farm out of wbloh water melon 
SabjhanpuriandFarukhabadi, kakri Lucknow, special 
marvel and musk melon Toiik, heed special mention. 
Indeed they gave wonderful results People came 
from far and near to purcbase them and place Iboir 
indents for seeds with the Department for the 'next 
sowing. 

183. '' Seeing the possibilities^ of fruit growing on 
the Farm, a start was made with the plantation of 
some hardy plants like Ihistbd, hmon and' drAla,

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185. During bhe year under report 10 candidates 
from the I^aib Tehsildars wore 'sent for Agricultural 
training on the iFarm. They, were admitted to the 
Zamindari class on the 15th May and relieved on the 
14th June, 3943, after giving necessary training in 
respect of (i) Use of improved implements, (:3) Methods 
of composting, (3) Silage making, (4) Improvement of 
cattle, (5) Well boring, (6) Soil and its defects and 
how to improve it, (?)

186. In order to push up the “Grow More Pood 
aad Fodder” scheme more enthusiastically the Farm 
not only extended its activities by growing and 
multiplying improved seeds but also let out 5,460 
acres of Paret Baram and 807 acres ’ of Chain 
land out of the entire area of the Farm to private 
cultivators. 

r * ’ 

187. Well boring work was carried out inmost 
of the oases by private persons already trained by the 
Agricultural Department. Neatly .80 wells were 
bored through departmental agency. 

188. One small Agricultural Show was arranged 
at the Mahabeer Mola in Hindaua. The Agricul- 
tural Department also participated in the All-India 
Exhibition held in Jaipur in the month of August, 1948. 

189. This year the first locust attack on the 
Jaipur State toojk place on 13-6-1943, in the village 
Gandrawa, tehsil Sikrai, The locust attacks conti- 
nued till the end of September, 1943. ,, The most 
concentrated attacks^ were .made upon the desert 
area, i.e., Bbeikhawaii. Tehsil Malpura also ha^ 
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its share of the locust ‘ visits 'bRii' the ‘Situation '*v?as 
’soon ‘gob uB^der'Oonti'ol. Ptaotifeally no‘'diiintfge’'ft'S3 
done to the crops. An area of about 18 abte's ^'trtts 
infested by hoppers. In addition to this the hopper 
infestation also occurred hero and there within an 
area of about 3 miles in the said tehsil. The labour 
employed in the above tehsil was voluntary and no 
expenditure was incurred on the antilocust measures. 
The Government of India and Jaipur State locust 
organisations worked in close co-operation in the Shei- 
khawabi area and achieved success in their anti-locust 
operations. Leaflets describing anti-locust methods 
were distributed. Talks on anti-locust measures 
we'e given. Meeting for the same purpose were also 
held in the locust infested areas. 

The Locust Oonferenoe in August as also the 
Revenue Minister’s tour of Sikar produced very 
healthy effects on the whole locust machinery of the 
State and wore resp'^nsible for the success achieved 
in fighting out the locust mataco during the year.

191. A 'sum of Bs. 871/12/3 was spent on anti- 
looust measures in the infested area. Mostly the 
labour was voluntary.

4J(,'26V' in 1942-43, as compared with B3.23,821/- 
in the preceding year. 


231. In 1933 there were in the Jaipur State 93,339 
(87,834 males and 6,305 females) literate persohs of 
all ages. Their mmiber rose to 162,243 (149,938 
males and 12,306 females) in 1941. There w'as thus 
ao increase of 68,90-1 in the number of literates dur- 
ing the decade 1931-41. In terms of percentage, the 
number of male literates increased by 71?^, that of 
female literates by 124% and the total number by 74% 
overThe figures of 1931 . But this increase of 68,904 
was net inoreasr. The death rale among literates of 
all ages in a decade was about 23%. The actual num- 
ber of .literates produced was 94,801 as against 31,605 
only, produced daring the previous decade 1921-81. 

232. The Census taken this year revealed that 
there had been a fall in numbers-from 7,396 in 1941-42 
to 7,021 in 1942-4 Sj This was due to the following 
reasons

of 34 Scout troops, majerily of which were doing very 
useful work in tho villages. 

(c) Tho effects of tho aot-back which was received as a

result of abolition of Scouting as a practical subject 
were visildo to a greater degree this year. 

As a result of this 44 Scout troops, 31 Cub packs had 
to he closed. Ten new Scout troops, 21 Oub packs 
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UTILITY ele. and One Eover crew wore registered this year, thus 
making a total of 87 Scout troops, 245 Oub packs and 
17 Eover crews all over the State. 

Duiing the year three Cubmastera’ training courses 
and one Scoutmasters’ training course were held in 
which 1C7 Scouters were trained. Two training 
Oonrses for Patrol leaders were held in which 77 
Patrol Jeadeis were trained. 

The Third State Eover 'Moot was this year held 'at 
Sawai Madbopur, and was attended by many Eover 
Scouts from majority of the Eover crews. In order 
to ensure better working of the Cub packs, three Cub 
competitions were held this year. 

The Association was given a piece of land measuring 
26 bighas near the Durgapura Eailway station for 
making a permanent camping centre of the Associa- 
tion which, after its development, will go a long way 
in improving the efficiency of the Movement in the 
State. 

The Association as usual rendered useful services 
in practically all big fairs held in the State. 

_ Physical 233. During the period under review the work of 
Education, pjjygical Education was carried on as usual. The 
classes at both the training schools (Jaipu''and Paota) 
were conducted by trained teachers and supervised by 
the Superintendent, Physical Education. An impor- 
tant feature was the acquisition of a large plot of land 
to serve as play grounds for City Schools, and the 
introduction of Eegional Tournaments which were 
held at dozen places. 

Physical Effioieucy tests of the A.iV. Middle and 
Vernacular Middle Schools were held at Jaipur, Sikai, 
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Nawalgarhj Pilani and Khobri. There waB a marked 
improvement in the standards. 

Tho work of Junior Red Gross was continued in all 
the Eigh, A.V. Middle, Vernacular Middle and selected 
Vernacular Primary Schools Junioi Red Gross 
included as an item of compesition in tho Regional 
Tournaments gave great impetus to this usefhl 
activity.

336. The year ' tinder review vntnessed vasb and Jaciiciai 
far-reaching changes in the OonstifcHtion and location of 
courts and there was overhauling of the entire system. 

The High Court remained the highest tribunal and 
the final Court of appeal. Hitherth the whole of 
' Jaipur territory was one SMsions Division with three 
Courts of Session located at Jaipur and vested with 
the jurisdiction of a District Court for the adminis- 
tration of Civil Justice. With a view to ensuring 
^eater and more effective control and supervision

The number of true oases reported during the 
year was 7,037 as compared with 5,207 in 19Jil-42. 
The figure for . the year under report over-shot the " 
mark of the previous four years. It was mainly due 
to cases under the Grain Control Orders. 

365. There was a drop of 4 per cent under con- 
victed cases as compared with the previous yeai.. It 
was due to unsatisfactory investigation. 

366. The number of cases reported fell from 18 in 
1941-42 to 17 during the current year. Jfiight out of 
the cases reported wore after investigation found to be 
false. These were reported in the districts of Sheikha- 
wati, Amber, Torawati, Dausa, Hindaun, Sawai Jaipur, 
M.Hlputa, and Khotri.

The gang of Ranjit 
Singh Rajput of Udaipur State was reported to be 
concerned.

'State but he was not identified by our witnesses. The 
case remained untraced, 

375. The other case was committed in Police circle 
Thoi, again in broad day-light in June, 1943, Hjilia Minn , 
and Bhanwar Singh, members of the gang- of Birju 
Singh, were responsible. They shot dead two nie Ti 
who very pluokily tried to help the complainant. Doth 
the accused escaped at that time. 
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376. The family of the two men who were 
killed by the robbers ware awarded a “ parwarish ” of 
Be. 3,000/- each by the Government. 

377 : There was a very noticeable increase in cases 
of murder which numbered. 60 asi against, 30 in the 
previous' years ‘ Out of the 60 'cases 36- were sent 
up, for trial as against 17 'in the .previous- year. Nine 
were convicted, 3 ended in acquittal and' 2-3 remained 
pending trial in Courts at the close of the year.

417. Di'.K.N. Pari, relinquished oharge 
of his duties as Superintendent of Archaeology, from 
the 14th October, 1942, to join as Assistant Superin- 
tendent, Archaeological Survey of India. Mr. H. P. 
Yaish, B, A., Curator, the Museum, worked as ofSciat- 
ing Superintendent of Archaeology, during the 
period under review. Mr. Bhakti Dhar Ciuleri, M. A., 
Jaipur Government Scholar in Archaeology, continued 
to receive training with the Director-General of 
Archaeology in India. His two years* training 
period which expired on the 23th Pebruary, 1943, was 
extended by another eight months, t.e., up to the 31 st 
October, 1943. His stipend of Bs. 7fi/- p. m. was 
enhanced to Es. 100/- p. m. from Ist March, 1942. 

418. . No regular excavations were conducted during 
the year, The following places were explored ; 

Eaithnath'Sibar, Ambor, Todnraisingh, Bishpur, Sawai 
Madhopur, Alanpnr, Bnnthambor, Mnhabirji, Diggi, 
ITaclmd, Bsiani, Bairat, Naliasar-Shambar and Rairh. 

419. Exploratory notes were prepared and the 
question of conservation and restoration of some these 
monuments was also considered. Photographs of 
various important monuments in the State were taken 
and a significant number of estam pages of inscriptions 
wore prepared. 

420. Conservation of all the excavated monuments 
is considered of prime necessity and importance. 
Accordingly, excavated monuments at Naliasar- 
Shambar and Bairat were conserved and a pucca 
ohowki for the residence of a ohowkidar was cons- 
tructed at Naliasar-Sambhar.

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1. Jaipur. The buildings in Purana-ghat and 
the palace of Bani Siaodiniji; the latter, after 
necessary conservation, emerged out as a most 
charming edifice with outer walls of fine 
fresco paintings depicting various secular as 
well as sacedotal themes. The palace was 
built in A. D. 1772 by Kani Sisodiniji in 
memory of her husband Maharaja Madho 
Singh I ( A. D. 1760-62 ), The building and 
gardens in Eoop Niwas, now known as Baj 
Niwas, wore also attended to. The Maha- 
raja’s Astronomical Observatory was also 
conserved. The northern compound waJl, 
which obstructed the view from outside, was 
pulled down and the entire observatory now 
presents a panoromic view of its own. 

2. Qaiior. The Chhatries of Maharaja Sawai 
Jai einghji, Bamsingji and Bara Ma,dhosinghji 
—so delicate in design and rich in exquisite 
carving — were conserved and restored at a 
cost of Bs. 1,871/-. An approach road to 
these important monuments, not easily 
accessible to pedestrians, is now under 
contemplation. 

3. Jal Mahal. The building presented a deserted 
appearance and was taken to be haunted by 
ghosts. It was conserved at a cost of 
Be. 2,172/- and an approach road with anotioe- - 

■ board was also provided. 
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4. Varadraj-M'Dmgri.—ka approach road with 
a notica-hoard was provided to Varadraj-ki- 
DuQgri also known as Yajnnsala Dungri. 
On this Bungri stands a temple and the 
saorifioial pillar, which was erected in the 
time of Maharaja Bawai Jaisinghji ( A. D. 
1700-43 ) to commemorate the Asvamedba 
Sacrifice performed by him.

6. Amber , — ^jPor the last so many decades the 
town of Amber was a mass of debris and one 
had to tread over ^the ruins while passing 
from one house to the other. A greater part 
of the debris was cleared. The temple of 
Jagat Siromaniji also known as Mirabai’s 
. temple was partially restored. The paintings 
on the inner surface walls of the tbmple were 
renovated and an approach road to Jama-i- 
Masjid was also provided from the main road. 
Some 35 monuments at Amber and in the 
suburb were declared protected under the 
Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1941. 

6. Toda Shim . — ^The Nawab Sahib-ki-Ghhatri, — 
a double-floored dome structure crowned with 
four kiosks— oonetracted during the reign of 
Akbar, add lately reduced to a mass of ruins 
with thick overgrown jangle, was cleared and 
partially restored. A Persian inscription fixed 
into the wall of the tomb records its construc- 
tion in-Hijri 980. 

7. Tad'iraishieh--Jn four of the well-built step- 
wells viz., .Tugannath-ki-Baori, Kinsi Baori, 
Uhor Baori and Hadi !^ni-ka-Kund, dating 
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circa 16th-17tli century A.D. were erected 
protection walls to serve as blockade against 
people entering the premises for fetching 
water from them. Only partial clearance 
work was done to Enthi Eani-ka-Mahal, a 
monument of the 16th-16th century A.D. 
A. Chowkldar was also appointed to look after 
the ancient monuments at Todataisingh, 

8. Bisalpur ( Todaraisingh ). Eepairs to Bisal- 
' deoji’s temple at Bisalpur were partially 

carried out. A notice board on white marble 
slab, giving in Hindi and English its short 
history and prohibiting people from disfiguring 
and damaging it was set up on one side of the 
approach leading to the temple. This temple 
was built by Ohahamana King Vigraharaja 
lY Bisaldeo ( 1163 A.D. ), the arohiteoture 
being typically Indo-Aryan in style. It is a 
Savite shrine and bears several inscriptions 
on the richly ornamented pillars ot the Sabha 
Mandapa or the Assembly Hall. Two of them 
are dated Yikrama Samvat 1231 and 1244. The 
temple, which is situated on the congruence 
of the Banas, Dai and Kbari and commands 
a picturesque scenery, was built on a higk 
platform, e,bout 72 ft. high from the bed of 
the adjoining river. During the flood in Banas 
whioh in July, 1943, wiped away several 
villages, the waW rushed upto its lower plat- 
form about 62 ft. high from the bed of the 
river and one of its comers was washed away. 

9. Naraina ( Sambhar ). Repairs to Bbojraj-ki- 
ChbOitri, and Jamsri'-Masjid vrere carried oi|t. 
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422. Some 100 copies of a pamphlet "A Souvenir of 
Bublications Humlsmatlc Collection and brief resume of Archaeo- 
logical Works carried out in the State” by Dr. K N. 
Puri were printed and distributed at the time of the 
annual Meeting of the Numismatic Society of India 
held at Jaipur in 'Bebtuary, 1943.

Sambhar and Eairh, from the Jaipur Museum and gold 
coins from the State Treasury was also arranged.
